AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

Please amend the claims as follows, the underlined matter being added, and the struck- 
through [bracketed] matter is to be deleted: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A spade-pointed coin wrappe r, wherein the wrapper is made of a 
paper-thin material . 

2. (Original) The spade-pointed coin wrapper of claim 1, wherein the material of said wrapper 
is paper. 

3. (Original) The spade-pointed coin wrapper of claim 1, wherein the material of said wrapper , 
is plastic. 

4 (Currently Amended) The spade-pointed coin wrapper of claim 1 wherein the spade point 
resembles the point of a [new-}spade-pointed [garden] shovel. 

5 (Currently Amended) The spade-pointed coin wrapper of claim 1 wherein [ th e spade point 
resembl e s the worn down point of an old spad e point e d gard e n shov e l] the wrapper is easily 
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manually conformed around and over the ends of the cylinder shape of a contained stack of coins 
of the predetermined denomination . 

7. (Currently Amended) The spade-pointed coin wrapper of claim 1 sized to wrap coins of a 
predetermined denomination [wher e in th e d e pth of the edg e of th e r e c e iving e nd of th e coin 
wrnpp a r in gr e at e r than on e thickness of on e coin of the pr e det e rmined d e nomination I wherein 
the spade-point protrudes from a coin-receiving open end thereof more than half of one thickness 
of one coin of the predetermined denomination . 

8. (Currently Amended) The spade-pointed coin wrapper of claim 1 [siz e d configured to ]f or 
conformally wrap ping an enclosed stack of coins of a predetermined denomination and having a 
protrusion in Tw horein th e d e pth of It he edge of [the}a_ coin-r eceivin g open end thereof [e £the 
coin wrapp e r is] the protrusion being g reater than two thicknesses of one coin of the 
predetermined denomination. 

9. (Currently Amended) The [ spado point e d] coin wrapper of claim [4-]8 [sized to wrap coins of 
a pred e t e rmined d e nomination] wherein the predetermined denomination is selected from among 
pennies, nickels, dimes, quarters, 50-cent pieces, and US dollar coins. 

10. (Currently Amended). A coin wrapper comprising: 

a tubular body that is adapted to have a substantially circular cross section and 
being adapted to enclose a plurality of stacked coins of a predetermined denomination; 
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said coin wrapper having at least one receiving end, wherein the receiving end 
includes at least one protrusion in the direction of the central axis of the tubular body, 
wherein the wrapper is made of a paper-thin material . 

11. (Original) The coin wrapper of claim 10, wherein the material of said wrapper is paper. 

12. (Original) The coin wrapper of claim 10, wherein the material of said wrapper is plastic. 

13. (Original) The coin wrapper of claim 10, wherein the protrusion resembles the point of a 
spade-pointed garden shovel. 

14. (Original) The coin wrapper of claim 10, wherein the depth of the protrusion is greater than 
one thickness of one coin of the predetermined denomination. 

15. (Original) The coin wrapper of claim 10, wherein the depth of the protrusion is greater than 
two thicknesses of one coin of the predetermined denomination. 

16. (Original) The coin wrapper of claim 15, wherein the depth of the protrusion is greater than 
two thicknesses of one coin of the predetermined denomination, and is less than six thicknesses 
of one coin of the predetermined denomination. 

17. (Original) The coin wrapper of claim 16, wherein the predetermined denomination is 
selected from among pennies, nickels, dimes, quarters, 50-cent pieces, and US-dollar coins. 
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18. (Original) The coin wrapper of claim 16, wherein the predetermined denomination is 
quarters. 

19. (Original) The coin wrapper of claim 10, wherein the predetermined denomination is 
selected from among pennies, nickels, dimes, quarters, 50-cent pieces, and US-dollar coins. 

20. (Currently Amended) A tubular coin wrapper having an edge at a receiving end thereof, 
wherein the edge includes at least one angled portion adapted to facilitate the insertion of the 
receiving end of the coin wrapper into a coin-filled tube , wherein the wrapper is made of a paper- 
thin material. 
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
